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The 

Religious Census of the State Universities 

and of 

The Presbyterian Colleges* 

In a letter to Dr. Cooper, dated 2 November, 1822, Thomas 
Jefferson said, with reference to the University of Virginia: 
^*In our University you know there is no professorship of divin- 
ity. A handle has been made of this to disseminate an idea 
that this is an institution, not merely of no religion, but 
against all religion. Occasion was taken at the last meeting 
of the visitors to bring forward an idea that might silence this 
calumny, which weighed on the minds of some honest friends 
to the institution." In the seventy-five years that have elapsed 
since these words were written, the basis of criticism has 
shifted somewhat; but the question is still debated whether 
state universities are not inimical to religion. With few ex- 
ceptions the arguments that have been advanced on either side 
have been of a general character; but in the case of this, as of 
other important questions, the only hope of arriving at a solu- 
tion which will be satisfactory to all interested, must lie in an 
appeal to facts. Some statistics bearing upon the attitude of 
professors in the state universities toward religion were pre- 
sented by President Angell, of the University of Michigan, in 
the Andover Keview for April, 1890. The character and con- 
victions of the student body, however, play a very important 
part in giving tone to the religious life of any college; and 
those who were studying the problem have found themselves 
handicapped owing to the lack of data in regard to the re- 
ligious affiliations of students. With the purpose of remedying 
this deficiency, at the beginning of the collegiate year 1896-97, 
President Angell invited the other presidents of the state 
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universities to join with him in taJdng a religious census of 
the students. In order to secure also data for a comparative 
study, it was decided to obtain, if possible, a similar census of 
the students of all the colleges of one of the stronger religious 
denominations, the Presbyterian church being finally selected. 
Through the cordial co-operation of university and college 
presidents, and of the Presbyterian Board of Aid for Colleges 
and Academies, statistics were collected from sixteen of the 
state universities, and thirty-six of the thirty-seven Presby- 
terian colleges, in which, taken together, more than 18,000 
students wer^ enrolled last year. 

Before the statistics that had been collected were all re- 
ceived. President Angell had accepted the appointment of 
Minister to Turkey. - Finding himself unable to give the matter 
further attention, he placed the data in my hands for publica- 
tion. In the Atlantic Monthly for December, 1897, I have 
offered some conclusions suggested by an examination of the 
statistics; but it may not be out of place here to direct atten- 
tion to a few of the more significant facts established by the 
figures. There are a few inconsistencies in the tables, which it 
was not possible to remove; they have, however, no appreciable 
effect upon the final results. 

The statistics show, first, that a majority of all the students 
in the state universities are members of churches, about one- 
half being members of the so-called evangelical churches; of 
those who are not members a considerable portion attend a 
particular church, and may be classed as adherents. In five 
state universities selected as representative in regard to 
size and geographical distribution (see Table XLIU), the total 
enrollment, at the time the census was taken, was 5,173. Only 
211 students were not reached by the census; the ecclesiastical 
status of 4,962 was ascertained. In the five universities 2,851 
students placed themselves on record as church members, 1,556 
as church adherents, and 555 as not members or adherents. 
Reducing these figures to percentages, we find that 57.55 per 
cent of the students reached by the census (55.11 per cent of 
the total enrollment) were members of churches, and 88.81 
per cent were either members or adherents; less than 12 per 
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cent were without definite church connections or preferences. 

The reports from eight of the state universities give the 
statistics for men and women separately. In every case the 
proportion of church members is higher among the women 
than among the men. The difference is least at the University 
of Washington, and greatest at Nevada State University. At 
the University of Nebraska the percentage of church com- 
municants among the women was 14.5 per cent higher than 
among the men; at the University of Illinois and the West Vir- 
ginia University, about 15.5 per cent; at the University of 
Michigan, 16 per cent. In the Indiana University 80.2 per cent 
of the women reached by the census (74.31 per cent of the 
whole number enrolled), and 55.9 per cent of the men were 
church members. 

The registration of women in relatively larger numbers in 
the literary than in the professional departments must be 
taken into account in reckoning percentages of church mem- 
bers by departments. At the University of Michigan, for ex- 
ample, the percentage in favor of the Literary Department 
(given in the last column of Table XIX) is misleading; if the 
Medical Department had in proportion as large an enrollment 
of women as the Literary Department has, it would show the 
highest percentage of church members in the T^niversity. This 
result is not surprising if we consider how many are studying 
medicine as a preparation for work in the various mission 
fields. Leaving out of consideration the unequal distribution 
of women, we may place the three largest departments of this 
University, as regards the proportion of students who are 
church members, in the following order: Department of Medi- 
cine, Literary Department, Department of Law; but the per- 
centages of the two departments last named are nearly identi- 
cal. 

The distribution of church members and adherents among 
the religious denominations may readily be seen from Tables 
XLni and XLIV. In the state universities of Indiana, Kansas, 
Michigan, Washington, and West Virginia, having d total 
enrollment of 5,173 students, the Methodist Episcopal church 
was credited with 1,098 members and adherents; the Presby- 
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terian, with 854; the Congregational, with 612; the Episcopal, 
with 484; the Baptist, with 352; the Church of Christ (or Dis- 
ciples, or Christian), with 227; the Unitarian church, with 166; 
and the Roman Catholic with 165. In the sixteen universities 
named in Table XLIV, with a total attendance last year of 
14,637, the Methodist Episcopal church could claim 2,659 mem- 
bers and adherents; the Presbyterian church, 2,284; the Con- 
gregational church, 1,730; the Episcopal church, 1,215; the 
Baptist church, 1,063; the Church of Christ, 607; the Roman 
Catholic church, 528; and the Unitarian church, 431. 

In these sixteen state universities at least one student in 
-every six belongs, by membership or affiliation, to the Methodist 
Episcopal church. If the Methodist students were separated 
out and placed by themselves, they might be divided into nine 
<3olleges, the enrollment of each of which would be nearly 
as large as the total enrollment of the Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, at Middletown, Conn. In the eleven state universities 
■credited with more than 100 Methodist students each there 
are, in point of denominational affiliation, eleven Methodist 
colleges, each containing on the average about 224 members 
and adherents of this church. 

The total number of Presbyterian students in the same uni- 
versities last year was 2,284; in the thirty-seven Presbyterian 
colleges there were 2,388 (see Table LXXX). According to 
trustworthy reports there were 150 Presbyterian students in 
attendance at the same time at the University of California. 
Taking these into account, we see that there were more Pres- 
byterian students in seventeen state universities than in all 
the thirty-seven Presbyterian colleges reckoned together. 

The average number of Presbyterian students in the six- 
teen state universities was a trifle above 142; but we may look 
upon the ten universities of Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska,* Ohio, and Wiscon- 
:sin as containing ten Presbyterian colleges, with an average 
enrollment of 205 Presbyterian students each. The average

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number of Presbyterian students in the Presbyterian colleges 
*¥as about 65; if we exclude Princeton University from the 
reckoning, 49. At the University of Michigan last year there 
were more than three-fourths as many Presbyterian students 
as at Princeton University, "and exactly fifteen times as many 
as in the Presbyterian college in Michigan. At the state 
universities of Illinois and Indiana there were more than twice 
as many Presbyterian students as at the four Presbyterian 
colleges in the two states." At the University of Iowa, accord- 
ing to the estimate given in Table XV., there were 225 Presby- 
terian students; at the five Presbyterian colleges in Iowa (Buena 
Vista, Coe, German Theological School of the Northwest, Lenox, 
and Parsons), there were at the same time only 172. 

The church colleges contain relatively a greater number of 
men who are preparing to enter the ministry, while the state 
universities contribute more in proportion to the other pro- 
fessions. Nevertheless, in the half century ending in 1894, 301* 
students went out from the University of Michigan to become 
clergymen and missionaries, an average of six for every gradu- 
ating class. Forty of these belonged to the Presbyterian 
church. It has not been found possible to secure accurate 
data on this head from the other state universities; but accord- 
ing to indications the contributions of the state universities to 
the ministry have been greater than is ordinarily supposed. 

In view of present tendencies that are unmistakable, it is 
not unlikely that in twenty-five years the majority of lay- 
men in the Presbyterian church who have enjoyed the advan- 
tages of higher education, laymen who will be charged with 
the administration of its material interests and will be exerting 
an influence in shaping its policy, will be men who have never 
entered the door of a Presbyterian college. A similar predic- 
tion may be made with reference to the other religious denom- 
inations, except the Roman Catholic. 

♦In my pamphlet on "The Presbyterian Church and the University 
of Michigan," p. 40, the number is given as 299; but two additional 
names have been reported since the pamphlet was published. 
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The influence of the state universities will certainly not grow 
less. Those who are conversant with the facts will find them- 
selves in agreement with President Angell in regard to the 
stability of these institutions. "There can no longer be any 
doubt," he says, "that the state universities are here to stay, and 
that with probably one or two exceptions the State university 
is to be the strongest and most important university in each 
State west of New York and Pf nnsylvania. The old questioning 
about their merits and theif probable duration has come to an 
end. The States have put too much money into the plant to 
think of abandoning them. By accepting grants of lands they 
have put themselves under bonds to cherish the universities. 
The work which these institutions have done and are doing, so 
much larger and more varied than that of the ordinary incor- 
porated college in the West, valuable as that is, has commended 
them to the public, which could not now be persuaded to dis- 
pense with them."

V. STATE UNIVEKSITY OF IOWA. 
IOWA CITY, IOWA. 

Professor Amos N. Currier, Dean of the Collegiate Depart- 
ment, forwarded in June, 1897, the figures given in the first 
column below, together with the following statement: "The 
only statistics at hand are those gathered from the registra- 
tion cards made out by the students of the Collegiate Dejiart- 
ment at the opening of the university year. I am certain that 
these are imperfect, for to my knowledge some of tlie most 
active church members, by some oversight, failed to record 
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their membership. However, as the cards stand, of 504 mem- 
bers of the four college classes, 377, or 75 per cent, declared 
church membership. I think that in some cases this was 
meant for church adherence, for I find only 23 recording them- 
selves as adherents. I believe that quite a proportion of 
those who made no record might fairly be said to be adherents. 
Of the other departments I have no statistics, as no form of 
religious census has been taken in them. I take it for granted 
that in these departments the relative strength of the various 
denominations would be about the same as in the Collegiate 
Department, and that the percentage of church members would 
not be far different." 

The whole number of students in the Collegiate Department 
last year, including graduate students, was 644; in the profes- 
sional departments, 744. Deducting 57 for names counted 
twice, we have 1331 as the number of students in attendance 
at the University of Iowa last year. In view of the facts pre- 
sented by Professor Currier, and the evidence afforded by the 
complete census of universities similarly conditioned, we shall 
be safe if we multiply by 3 the statistics given for the four 
collegiate classes in order to arrive at an estimate of the rela- 
tive strength of the larger religious denominations in the whole 
university, including, of course, both members and adherents. 
The results are given in the second column of our table.

VIII. UNIVERSITY OF MINNESOTA. 
MINNEAPOLIS, MINNESOTA. 

Mr. E. B. Johnson, Registrar of the University of Minnesota, 
reported that the taking of a complete census of the university 
in 1896-97 was impracticable. But a partial census was taken 
by the Christian Associations, and on the basis of the returns, 
the General Secretary of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, Mr. W. J. Parker, at the request of Mr. Johnson, made a 
careful estimate, the purpose of which was to indicate in round 
numbers how many members and adherents the larger religious 
denominations could claim among the students. The total at- 
tendance at the University of Minnesota last year (exclusive 
of the members of the Summer Sctool), was 2,390. Mr. Par- 
ker's estimates are nearly what a study of the complete census 
of institutions similarly conditioned would lead us to expect, 
and they may be accepted as approximately correct. They are 
given in Table XXTT.

He 
gave it as his opinion that the data presented might be con- 
sidered fairly representative for the whole university. ''We 
take it," he says, "that the general registration of the univer- 
sity is at least this: that of our total enrollment about 60 per 
cent are members of churches and about 25 per cent are ad- 
herents, the remainder not being members or adherents." As 
the total enrollment of the Ohio State University last year 
(exclusive of the Summer School), was 837, of whom more than 
one hundred were women, and as the proportion of church 
members and adherents is elsewhere found to be greater among 
women than anaong men, we should be warranted in estimating 
the strength of the leading denominations in the university by 
multiplying by 3 the figures of the partial census, as follows:
